Greece’ Will' Not Move

An indieation that Greeece will not
move, even in the event thnt the BHer
lin despatches are confirmed, is givea
in an interview granted yesterday by
Premivr Bkouloudis to the Athens rep-
resentative of the London (hroniele,
who questioned the Premier as to his
attitude, pow that he has secured a
Inrge majority of the Jeputies to sus-
tain him in parlinment,

‘Had the Allies beé n frank with
tireece in the Brst plaee, it is eortain
that Greeeo wonld pot have hesitatcd,’’
he saud, *'Greece hns been attemptin g
to' #G whupe her policy in the war thut
therd would be no bloodshed in Gipe-
cian Muacedonia, but the Allies malign-
wl the attitude of Greece and angered
the ration.
